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US to close embassies 
Sunday over security 
fears: State Dept 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States said it would 
close an unspecified number 
o f embassies around the world 
on Sunday over security con¬ 
cerns 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Marie Harf on Thurs¬ 
day called the step 
"precautionary" hut declined 
to specify the threat or list 
which missions would be 
closed. 

"The Department of State 
has instructed certain US em¬ 
bassies and consulates to re¬ 
main closed or to suspend 
operations on Sunday, August 
4,* Harf told reporters. 

The decision was taken 
"out of an abundance of cau¬ 
tion and care far our employ¬ 
ees and others who may be 
visiting our installations/ she 
said 

Harf said that the em¬

Hands off Jane Austen’s ring, Britain tells US singer 

LONDON (AFP) - The British government has blocked US singer 
Kelly Clarkson from taking a ring once owned by author Jane 
Austen out of the country, a minister said on Thursday. 
Clarkson, bought the gold and turquoise ring far more than 
£150,000 ($227,000, 172,DOC euros) at an auction last 
year. 

But junior culture minister Ed Vaizey has barred tem¬ 
porarily the export of the ring in a bid to keep it in 
Britain. 

It is one of only three surviving pieces of jewellery 
known to have belonged to the 19th century author, whose 
novels including "Fnde and Prejudice", " Emma" and "Sense 
and Sensibility" are among Britain's best-loved classics. 

"Jane Austen's modest lifestyle and her early death mean that ob- 
jects associated with her of any kind are extremely rare," Vaizey said. 

"So I hope that a UK buyer comes forward so tins simple but elegant ring can be saved for 
the nation." 

The export bar will last until at least September ]0, and can be extended until December 30 
if a buyer in Britain shows 'a serious intention to raise funds" to match the price Clarkson 
paid Known for hits including 'A Moment Like Tins 5 ’ and ‘Since U Been Gone", the 31- 
year-old Texan singer has sold more than 20 million albums 

She revealed m October that British officials were trying to prevent her from taking the ring 
home after she bought it at an auction three months earlier. 

"We put in an export request but I can't take it out of the UK as they've named it a national

Spain seizes 500 kilos

Police also seized several 
weapons, including twa sub¬ 
machine guns, as well as j ew- 
elry and gold worth around 
135,ODD euros ($130,000), and 
40,000 euros in cash in five 
searches carried out as part of 
their investigation. 

Tlie authorities also confis¬ 
cated two high-end vehicles, 
two sailboats and a schooner 
as well as satellite telecommu¬ 
nications equipment that was 
used by tlie ring. 

Police have not ruled out 
more arrests in the ongoing in¬ 
vestigation

Austrian convicted for liquid ecstasy' tragedy 


VIENNA (AFP) - An Austrian 
man was sentenced on Thurs¬ 
day to two years in prison over 
the death of a woman in his car 
whD mistook the drug ‘liquid 
ecstasy" for water. 

The 27-year-ald Natalie D. 
and a girlfriend were given a 
lift from a nightclub in Vienna 
by the 3(5-year-old defendant 
and another man in the early 
hours of April I 

The man told the thirsty 
woman she could dank "some¬ 
thing m the back", meaning 
some fruit juice, but instead 


she took a gulp from a plastic 
bottle she thought contained 
water 

In fact it was gamma-hy¬ 
droxy butyric acid (GHB)„ oth¬ 
erwise known as liquid 
ecstasy, an intoxicant papular 
in the club scene and also used 
as a “date rape" narcotic 
Natalie tried to vomit and 
then fell asleep in the car 
When the others were unable 
to wake her they carried her to 
her friend's flat 
“After 10 minutes we could¬ 
n't feel a pulse any more We 


panicked and call She ambu¬ 
lance," the defendant said. She 
died iu hospital five days later 
having never regained con¬ 
sciousness. 

Presiding judge Hannelore 
Pilz called die woman's death 
a "tragic accident" and said the 
defendant "had left a highly 
dangerous hquid more or less 
lying around" m his car. 

The defendant, convicted of 
causing death by dangerous 
negligence, said die death was 
a "disaster that I now have to 
answer for"

Australian nursing home 
killer jailed for life 


Stomach bug triggers mass vomiting on 
Qantas flight 


SYDNEY (AFP) - A man con¬ 
victed of deliberately lighting 
a blaze that ripped through a 
Sydney nursing home, killing 
II elderly residents, was 
Thursday sentenced to life in 
jail with no chance of parole. 

R.oger Dean, a nurse at the 
facility, pleaded guilty to 11 
counts of murder, telling police 
after the fire m 2011 that he 
had been “corrupted with evil 
thoughts - . 

He also admitted eight 
counts of causing grievous 
b o dily harm to other mo stly in - 
firm residents of the home, 
some of whom suffered from 
dementia or were blind 

Judge Megan Latham said 
the 37-year-old's crimes were 
in the worst category, calling 
them "heinous", "atrocious* 
and "greatly reprehensible* 
with In s victim s vuln erabl e and 
elderly people who were under 
his care. 

Three residents perished 


during the inferno Dean stalled 
and eight others died later from 
their injuries. 

The Supreme Court heard 
that he started the blaze at two 
separate points in the building 
as part of a "considered plan" 
to distract police officers and 
hospital management from his 
tlieft of more than 20D pre¬ 
scription pills 

At the time Dean was de¬ 
scribed by locals as a friendly 
but quiet man who kept to him¬ 
self, and he was initially hailed 
a hero after talking to media 
outside the home as firefighters 
battled to contain the flames. 

He told reporters then that 
he "just quickly did what I 
could to get everyone out" 

Dean was addicted to pre¬ 
scription painkillers and suf¬ 
fered from a personality 
disorder, but he court was told 
there was no evidence he was 
suffering from a significant 
mental illness at he time 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Dozens of 
people were rushed off a Qan¬

Nepal bans 
chicken sales 
after bird flu out¬ 
break 

KATHMANDU (AFP) - 
Nepal on Thursday 
banned the sale of 
chicken after health work¬ 
ers found cases of bird flu 
at several poultry farms 
on file outskirts of the 
capital Kathmandu, offi¬ 
cials said. 

Officials at Kathmandu 
District Animal Health Of¬ 
fice said the government 
had imposed a week-long 
ban on the supply and 
sale of poultry products 
to prevent the H5N1 virus 
from spreading to hu¬ 
mans. 

Since the latest out¬ 
break of bird flu two 
weeks ago, health work¬ 
ers have culled 220,000 
chickens and destroyed 
more than 400,000 eggs at 
30 affected farms, said 
Bijay Kant Jha, the head 
of the government-run Di¬ 
rectorate of Animal 
Health. 

H5N1, a common strain 
of bird flu, killed 377 peo¬ 
ple globally from 2003 
until July 5 this year, ac¬ 
cording to the World 
Health Organisation. 



MONTEVIDEO (AFP) - Uruguay moved closer to becom¬ 
ing the world's first nation to produce and distribute mar¬ 
ijuana, after its lower house approved a bill putting 
control of the drug In government hands. If the measure 
wins Senate approval, it would m ark the first time a na¬ 
tional government takes charge of production and dis¬ 
tribution of legal marijuana. Marijuana use has doubled 
in the last ten years in the small, mostly rural South 
American country of 3.4 million. The government of left¬ 
ist President Jose Mujica, who is a doctor by training, 
has given its blessing to the measure.

It pointed out that EU regu¬ 
lations say such a ban "can 
only be taken by a member 
state in case of an emergency 
or if a situation poses a major 
risk" to tli e health of people or 
animals, or to the environ¬ 
ment. 

But France's Agriculture 
Minister Stephane Le Foil 
countered that the government 
"is not m favour of GM ; espe¬ 
cially MGWE1D which is a 
com that is resistant to herbi¬ 
cides." 

He hinted earlier that the 
government would take other 
legal actions if the ban were 
lifted, and later announced that 
authorities would take a fresh 
decision on whether or not to 
get rid of MONS1D before 
farmers next sow seeds from 
April 2014. 

Brussels cleared MONS1D 
m 199 E for 10 years and Mon¬ 
santo submitted a request m

New York, later 
in die day on charges including 
wire and securities fraud, the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion (FBI) said m a statement. 

According to tJie 24-count 
indictment, Callahan raised a 
total of $11S million fr om in¬ 
vestors in four different funds 
he ran between December 
20Qd and February 2012. 

Approximately million 
of tins total was allegedly used 
to operate a large-scale Ponzi 
scheme — a now well-known 
type of financial fraud in 
winch money from new r in¬ 
vestors is used to keep paying 
limited returns to previous in¬ 
vestors, thus keeping the 
scheme afloat w r lnle die bulk of 
the capital is consumed by die 
fraudster.

Mexican government 
to present energy 
reform next week 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Mex¬ 
ico's president said Thursday 
liis government will present a 
reform plan for energy giant 
Pemex next week, setting the 
stage for a major debate over 
the state monopoly's future 

Overhauling Petroleos de 
Mexico, know by its acronym 
Pemex is one of the most po¬ 
litically sensitive reforms being 
pushed by President Enrique 
Pena Nieto since he took o ffice 
eight months ago 

"The government will pres¬ 
ent m tiie coming days, I ex¬ 
pect next week, my initiative 
on fins issue/ Pena Nieto told 
Radio Formula from a hospital 
ro Dm, a day after he underwent 
a successful surgery to remove 
a benign thyroid nodule 

Critics say Pena Nieto amis 
to privatize Pemex, which w T as 
founded when the oil industry 
was nationalized 75 years ago, 
but the Mexican leader insists 
it will remain a state-run com¬ 
pany. 

Pena Nieto's Institutional 
Revolutionary Party (PRI), 
which ruled Mexico for most 
of the 2Dth century and re¬ 
turned to the presidency in De¬ 


cember, has struck a landmark 
pact with the leftist and conser¬ 
vative opposition to enact 
structural re forms. 

Hie conservative National 
Action Party (PAN) proposed 
its own energy reform on 
Wednesday, aiming to open the 
door to more private invest¬ 
ment m the oil sector in Latin 
America's second biggest 
economy 

His so-called Pact for Mex¬

Hie entries spoke of rape, 
vicious heatings, of being 
chained tD a wall and locked in 
a dark room, of‘being treated 
like an animal," Df "anticipat¬ 
ing the next session of abuse," 
and of "Ins threats to kill," 
prosecutors said. 

Pro secutors said they relied 
on diaries kept by the women 
during then lengthy captivity 
for many of the 977 criminal 
charges la dged against Castro.
